The Ditghilev Ballet in London, By Cyril 
W, Beaumont. London: Putnam, 10/6 net. 


Rk. BEAUMONT’S k is, I think, 
one of the best and most informative 
volumes written. around the ballet in 
recent times. It is chockful of interesting 
stories about the people in Diaghilev’s 
balicts and the great man himself. Best 
of all, perhaps, is the manner in which 
Mr. Beaumont has brought the ballets to 
life before his readers. Next to seeing 
them, 1 recommend anybody who is 
interested to read his book. : 

His grand passion among the ballerinas 
of the Diaghilev period was Karsavina. 
“Fler dancing,” he says, 

radiated pure Fig. It, was neither 
sensuous nor coldly chaste. Her features 
were serene: only rarel 
herself the glimmer of a smile. Her 
hands and arms were soft, well shaped 
and expressive. Her timing was admir-

caress; and then again at the end of a 
pirouette, when he came smoothly and 
with increasing slowness to rest, like a 
spun wheel which had exhausted its 
momentum. Nijinsky’s pirouettes, in- 
deed, were quite extraordinary. He did 
not so much dance to the music: he 
appeared to issue from it. His dancing 
was music made visible, 
Mr. Beaumont speaks of Karsavina and 
Nijinsky as the perfect partners who 
danced as one—the poet and his muse. 
Very interesting are his descriptions of 
that famous little man, Cecchetti. What 
a capacity for hard work Cecchetti had !-- 
a capacity in which he expected his pupils 
to emulate him. He toiled from nine in 
the morning to six at night without meals 
—except, ees a banana and a few 
biscuits. hat a performance he would 
give sm mas Pantalon in ‘‘ Carnaval !”: 
Nothing forced, nothing exaggerated: 
the foibles of amorous old no were hit off 
with a suavity and «ipe good humour 
which induced a succession of smiles. It 
was one of those full-bodied creations that 
seemed to swell and swell until it filled 
the stage.

A Moving Scene 


His jubilee is described in detail. Mr. 
Beaumont was asked on that occasion to 
bas an address, signed by all the 

iaghilev, with whom Cecchetti on that 
night had appeared for a single perform- 
ance in the part of Carabosse—which part 
he had created thirty-two years earlier. 
It was a moving scene. When the formal 
presentations’ were over, the curtain was 
lowered and Cecchetti stood in the centre 
of some hundred dancers while a speech in 
Russian was read to him dealing with 
his artistic triumphs and the great 
affection that those dancers bore him. 
What visions must have passed before 
his eyes! It is little wonder that they 
were filled with tears both of happiness 
and of sorrow, as the male dancers carried 
him shoulder-high to his dressing-room, 
where, with Madame Cecchetti beside him, 
he sank into a chair and wept. 

The pages of this book abound with 
famous names—far too many to admit of 
comment here. Nijinska, Im, Fokine, 
Bakst, Astafieva, Fedorova, Dolin, Benois, 
Massine, Serge Lifar, Vera Savina,: Leon 
Goossens, Balanchine, Sacheverell Sitwell 
~—strange company to find him in, but he 
Wrote a fine and well-known ballet !— 
Vera Lemchinova, Lydia Kyasht, Maurice 
Ravel, Alice Markova, Paviova—these are 
oly some of them. 

Mr. Beaumont gives an impression of 
the finish of many of the great. artists of 
the ballet, and of their deep knowledge 
of their profession. Witness a few lines 
about Fedorova in the part of Cleopatra: 

She knéw the supreme value of repose. 
So many dancers exhaust themselves with 
extravagant gestures which merely bore 
the spectator or leave him unmoved, even 
vitiated. But a “happy few,” as 
Stendhal bas it, have only to raisé a 
finger for the spectator’s interest to be 
seized and held until the moment of the 
artist’s exit. Fedorova belonged to that 
happy few. 


Lopokova—Dancer and Comedienne 


That charming little dancer, Lopokova, 
he describes. as “ the first and only 
dancer I have ever met who was a born 
comédienne. 


Was as lively as a London sparrow.’’ He 
conjures up a delightful vision in his 
picture of her rendering of the cancan in

My Uncle Frank. By Thomas Bodkin. 
London: Hale. 5/= net, 


bg is not easy to classify this book. It 

is a story, yet you could not call it a 
novel; for it is too real, too much a state- 
ment of fact. On the other hand, it is not 
purely a biography ; it is too well ordered, 
too much written to a pattern for that. 
Whatever type of book this may be it 
makes charming reading. 

The author’s Uncle Frank, ‘‘ a decent 
man of the old stock,” is a grand 
character. Dr. Francis MacMahon, to 
give him his correct title, was a doctor 
who practised over a large area and 
ód a tract of land that lay aronnd his 
Georgian house in Beauparc. 

So much for the scene. The time is the 
beginning of the present century, in the 
peaceful days when even the shadow of the 
Great War of 1914-18 was very remote. 

Uncle Frank was a practical man; he 
did not look into things, but accepted them 
without question. Professor Bodkin’s father, 
on the othe: hand, was a man of poetic 
sensibility, and these two could néver 
understand each other. 

My father pondered his brother-in- 
law’s vexatious problem. To him it 
was almost inexplicable. His lively 
imagination was always radiant with 
poetic feeling. That a man could fail 
to enjoy writing essays was something 
he found hard to accept. He read 
poetry to his —— he enlarged his 
vocabulary. othing came of these 
efforts. At last, almost in despair, he 
exclaimed: ‘‘ Frank, I do believe you 
are the very fellow of whom the poet 
wrote— 

‘A primrose by the river’s brim 

A yellow primrose was to him, 

And it was nothing more.’ ”’ 
Frank’s: immediate ana sincere retort 
was: “ Now, Matt, I ask you, what 
the hell else could it be ?’’ 

That is about as clear a portrayal of 
Uncle Frank’s character as it is possible 
to: give. ban 

The book is full of amusing little touches 
which tempt one to quote them, but space 
forbids. It is sufficient to say that Pro- 
fessor Bodkin has written a most refresh- 
ing book on country life in Ireland at a 
more happy period of history than the 
present. Uncle Frank is a grand old type 
that is rapidly disappearing ; there is more 
of the sportsman and squire about him 
than the doctor. : 

“My Uncle Frank” is beautifully 
4 and the frontispiece, by Jack B.

Family Homespun. By Blanche E. C. Dug- 
dale. London: John Murray, 9/- net. 


RS. DUGDALE’S mother was a 
daughter of the eighth Duke of 
Argyll, so that, on the distaff side she is 
a Campbell; her father was a brother of 
Arthur James Balfour, who a long time 
ago was very foolishly called ‘* Bloody 
Balfour ” by people that knew very little 
about him. ' 

“ Family Homespun ” is a book of 
reminiscences, dealing with the members 
of her mother’s and father’s houses—about 
Inveraray Castle, where the Campbells 
lived; about Whittingehame, where the 
Balfours lived ; and about Hatfield House, 
the seat of the Marquess of Salisbury, to 
whom Mrs. Dugdale—a child at the time 
of which she writes—was related through 
a grandmother having been a Cecil. She 
also had a distant relationship with 
Queen Victoria, as her uncle was married 
with Princess Louise. 

In the circumstances her childhood was 
spent among interesting people, people 
who were interesting for themselves, not 
merely because of their titles. She writes 
of them in a pleasant and readable style. 

There is little of politics in the book, 
although the authoress must have learned 
a lot about that subject, even as a child. 
She does, however, quote a letter from 
Balfour to Salisbury, stressing the urgency 
of obtaining seed paretes for Ireland in 
the anticipation that the crop would be 
poor—a letter that might be read with 
advantage by local politicians who. re- 
gard every Englishman who ever adminis-

But this is only one viewpoint, “The title 
is misieading, unless it indicates that the 
Darris family is a rotten spot in any country, 
with the excellent exception of Duncan in 
the Merchant Navy, a cnaracter as memorable 
as Daphne, the clergyman’s daughter, whom 
he marries. The remaining three young 
Darrises are pacifists—the twins (Elizabeth 
and Rodney) out of: laziness and _ selfishness, 
the third brother, Blake, from a religiosity 
which talks of “ guidance.’’ While we do 
not blame the religiosity, which may be a 
phase, there is no defending the hypocritical 
cruelty into which it leads him when real 
tragedy comes his ey pea” 

The present war shows them all up: the 
amiable, indulgent, pretty mother is foiled of 
happiness by the sneers of the cynical twins, 
and even Rodney finds the fallacy in his free- 
for-all philosophy when his sister Elizabeth 
tries it out. We have not mentioned the 
‘typically , British ” characters, besides 
Duncan arid his Daphne, fine types, one in the 
Royal Navy, the other in the Merchant Navy, 
as it must be scrupulously called. Why has 
this experienced author not got sales and a 

ublic on the scale of, let us say, a Warwick 

eeping? Judging from this one book, he 
(or she) deserves both. ; 

““Strangers and Brothers ” is the first of 
a series of four projected novels giving cross- 
sections of English life, and to be unified by 
the personality of the narrator. This is the 
type of book over which a reviewer must 
speud much time wondering whether there is 
something wrong with himself or wrong with 
the story. Reluctantly he decides that the 
latter is the case, ; 

“Despite all the conscientious observation 
which has gone into the study of George 
Passant, and his somewhat unfortunate efforts 
to educate a ‘‘group”’ of his young con- 
temporaries in ideals of personal freedom, the 
story lacks vitality, chiefly because there is 
not one really likeable character in it and not 
one feminine character with heart as distinct 
from head. The risk of ‘‘licence’’ must be 
taken in an experiment of this kind, as 
George admits at his trial (with two others) 
for conspiracy and obtaining money by false 
pretences. He himself is no advertisement! 

If there are three more of such novels to 
come it is well to recognise that the — 
books of the past in the first person—'' Jane 
Eyre,’ “Torna Doone,”’ ‘‘ Esmond,”’ “John 
Halifax '-—will continue to live, because in 
every case the supposed narrator (which 
means the author) was a little besotted about 
one character, and sincerely besotted at that. 
It is realism that kills a page, or 4 whole 
study, if the magnificent indefinable be 
absent. 

And George Passant, in this case, is such 
a bounder that something of the maguificent 
indefinable is necessary to put his 
across. But, as the judge at his trial re- 
marked :— 

“ A great deal of our time has been 
apent over this case. .. . Some of you 
may think rather more time than was 
necessary; but you must remember that 
no time is wasted if it has helped you, 
however slightly, to bring in a correct 
verdict.’’

Ethel Mannin Calls For: 


A Spiritual Revolution 
—— 


Christianity or Chaos? By Ethel Mansin, 
London: Jarroids. 7/6 net, 

AVING grown weary of “the brutal 

utilitarianism of a materialist age,” 

Miss Mannin in her latest book calls for 

a spiritual revolution that would entail 

a return to the ethics of the Sermon on 

the Mount and their application to every- 
day life. 

As a Socialist, she maintains that the 
capitalist system is the root of all evil, 
and that its abolition would bring about 
the security that mankind has been 
seeking. : 

But would her proposed, revolution da 
so? When men are unable to agree about 
the minor points of Christianity is it 
unreasonable to suppose that. dozens of 
theories would be advanced as to the exact 
meaning of the Sermon on the Mount? 

A point that many people overlook is 
that the real source of the trouble may 
lie in the abuse of capitalism rather than 
in the system itself. From time to time 
the various sects of the Christian Church 
have set out the duties of both worker and 
employer; the “‘ Rerum Novarum” is an 
example. 

However, Miss Mannin is not satisfied 
with any cf the Christian social schemes, 
because they ‘‘side-track the work in class 
struggle ” and are ‘‘as bourgeois as the 
British Labour Party.’’ She does not give 
any consideration to the possible outcome 
of these schemes if they were given a 
reasonable chance. ; 

It would .seem that she believes 
“ Christianity gives fullest expression to 
the doctrine that God is love,’’ only 
because her interpretation of The Sermon 
on the Mount is a re-echo of her socialism. 

Other aspects covered by this book 
include ‘‘ Imperialism,’’ ‘* asceticism,’” 
“ God and the child,” “Saints, with and 
without the ‘st.’’’ In dealing with the 
cinema and its possibilities as & power 
for good, she writes :— 

‘‘ Some people take cocaine, others 
alcohol, but most people nowadays 
just go to the pictures, because it's 
chea 


oe ing, the effect is quicker, 
Whether the after-effect is harmless 
is another matter. The masses, par« 
ticularly the young people, are 
suffering from a Hollywood hangover, 

' they can’t see straight for it.” 
While Miss Mannin’s views may be 
unorthodox, this latest book of hers pres 
sents a striking challenge to the everé 
growing tendency to divorce the spiritua] 
from the material side of life.

Work For All 


' What with war raging outside our 

rders, unemployment and the threat of 
severe scarcity inside them, the ordinary 
citizen hardly could be blamed if he found 


else. Yet there is no reason why all normal 
activity, all civic and social progress, 
should stop short, even in these days of 
fear. The war must come to an end some 
day, and most of us will live to see that 
day. Only Providence knows what changes 
will have taken place here, as in other 
countries ; but, if every man of us possesses 
a duty, it is to make up his mind that, 
so far as-lies in his power, the post-war 
Ireland will be a better place. The Civics 
Institute of Ireland has issued a very 
sensible appeal, which is summarised in 
this morning’s issue. It points out that, 
even if many practical operations must be 
suspended for the time being, there ought 
to be no hindrance to the planning of our 
country under the provisions and powers 
of the Town and Regional Planning Act. 
It may not be possible to secure materials 
for the construction of public buildings ; 
but it is possible to pass planning resolu- 
tions, to make surveys, to draft planning 
schemes, and so to have everything ready 
against the time when the real work can 
begin. This is sound advice. Many of the 
normal activities of the local authorities 
are bound to be curtailed during the period 
of war, and they will have more time to 
devote to these preparations for the future. 
We ourselves would go farther than the 
Civics Institute. We suggest that, while 
the scarcity of imported materials inter- 
feres with many forms of activity, it leaves 
many others’ untouched. Is there a 
shortage of cement in the twenty-six 
counties? We have no cause to’ think so; 
and there certainly is no shortage of 
available labour. When once planning 


begin. upon new roads and the foundations 
for new housing colonies: the outline, in 
fact, can be ready for filling in when peace 
returns. We commend the Institute’s 
appeal not merely to the local authorities 
and the people at large, to whom it is 
addressed, but also to the Government. 
As matiers stand, unemployment will be 
one of the gravest dangers confronting this 
nation, and every possible outlet for labour 
will be needed. The construction of roads 
and sewers, the ground-work for housing, 
will provide an extensive outlet. Further- 
more, it will have contributed a real asset 
to the nation’s wealth. 

The war has imposed new obligations 
upon every citizen. Thousands have 
enlisted in the Army; far more thousands 
have joined the L.D.F., the L.S.F., the 
A.R.P. organisation, -the St. John 
Ambulance, the Red Cross, or some such 
service, and have added these duties to the 
ordinary duties of their daily life. There 
are many citizens who, for one reason or 
another, cannot take part in this work of 
national security—but they still ca: do 
something for their country. Not only— 
as we urged yesterday—can they accept 
the inevitable restrictions and discomforts 
of a war economy with readiness, instead 
of grumbling, but they can help to keep 
the normal functions of the State in good 
condition. They can help to ensure that 
those reforms which, a year or two ago, 
were in process of slow birth will not be 
allowed to die. They can keep the national] 
conscience, awake to the necessity of 
clearing the slums, of fighting disease, of 
lessening poverty. It is fatally easy for 
a State to slip backwards in time of war 
and, concentrating upon the needs of the 
moment, to forget that the necessities of 


It is true that less 
money is available for schemes of social 
and civic importance in time of war; yet 
nothing that can be done without money 
ought to be neglected. We commented

So. as to secure 
equitable distribution of available stocks, 
and to spread them evenly over the period 
“until production overtakes demand,” 
control is being assumed on the Minister’s 
behalf of all surplus stocks in the hands 
of creameries and traders. - When, there- 
fore, the Irish housewife goes to her dairy 
or grocery establishment to-day for her 
customary pound of butter, she must be 
satisfied with half a pound. Voluntary 
rationing apparently has been a failure; 
compulsory rationing must take its place. 
There is an element of the fantastic about 
this shortage of butter supplies. Lire is 
one of the greatest butter-producing 
countries in the world. She always has 
had an exportable surplus, for which her 
producers have got a good price; and the 
idea that her own people should be 
required to reduce their consumption by 
half seems logically to be absurd. Never- 
theless, the fact must be faced. For one 
reason or another, Hire is running short 
of butter. The situation may seem to be 
reminiscent of the Mad Hatter’s tea party

The Irish housewife may share Alice's 
bewilderment to-day ; but, for all that, she 
will have to do without her usual week-end 
supplies of butter. If it were an imported 
commodity, she would have no reasonable 
cause of complaint. The Minister /for 
Supplies, in an admirable address to a 
Fianna Fail Cumann in Dublin last 
evening, explained the situation in respect 
of sea-borne imports, and explained the 
Government's difficulties in regard not only 
to shipping, but also to free currencies. 
No such explanation can be given in 
respect of butter. Only a few months ago 
citizens of this country were sending 
presents of Irish butter to relatives and 
friends in Great Britain, whose meagre 
ration of two weekly ounces aroused our 
people’s compassion. Now, although, 
happily, we still are far from the two- 
ounce stage, the inhabitants of Eire must 
ca’ canny with their butter themselves. 
Newcastle must cut down its consumption 
of coal. One of these days, perhaps, a 
rational system of winter dairying will be 
introduced into Eire, and our people will 
be able to cat as much butter as they 
please, or as they can afford to pay for; 
in the meanwhile they must make the best 
of a bad job. When the people of Paris 
were crying out for bread, Marie Antoinette 
is reputed to have asked: ‘‘Why don’t 
they eat cake?” During the present 
shortage of butter the people of Eire 
always can eat margarine—or, for that 
matter, they can eat jam. We offer one 
thought to those who may be inclined to 
grumble because they must reduce their 
allowance of butter during the next month 
or so: how many citizens of this country— 
and, in particular, of this city—cannot 
afford to buy butter at all? 


Painting The Lily 


There has been much talk in England 
recently to the effect that cosmetics soon 
will be rationed, There is no official 
statement on the matter yet, but it is 
highly probable that restriction on this 
trade will come into force before long, and 
we can see no reason why such a restric- 
tion should not come into force. Cosmetics 
are purely a luxury and the men 
engaged upon their manufacture cannot 
be spared at the present time of crisis. 
It is probable, too, that the raw materials 
used for this industry could be employed 
in other ways to the better advantage of 
the nation; even if the materials them- 
selves could not be used, the space which 
they occupy in the ships in which they are 
imported could be used to carry food or 
some other essential commodity. The face 
of Britain has changed considerably since 
the outbreak of war; if cosmetics were 
to disappear, the appearance of the 
country would be changed still further. 
Many people would welcome a change of 
this description and rejoice in the hope 
that the sight of young women with bright 
yellow hair and vivid sun-tanned faces— 
in winter as well as in summer—would 
become less frequent. In point of fact, 
it is unlikely that the restriction on 
cosmetics would cause such a change ; for, 
rather than appear in public without 
make-up the modern young woman would 
apply her feminine ingenuity to devise 
substitutes for the standard cosmetics. 
Flour could be spared from the pantry, 
no doubt, in order to save her the neces- 
sity of appearing with a shiny nose, while 


medicinal purposes, could be used to 
preserve the delicate, if unnatural, tint 
of her hair. Only in the last few years 
have cosmetics played so important a part 
in the life of the average young woman;

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Commemorating Yeats 


Sunday night’s Yeats Commemoration at 
the Abbey ought to be a notable gathering 
of still surviving patrons of the theatre 
in its early years, and of the younger 
people who have helped to make the newer 
drama of these later days. 

It is appropriate that a play in verse, 
“The King’s Threshold,’’ should be on 
the programme, for, believe it or not, in 
the Abbey’s early days drama in verse was 
more appreciated in the pit and balcony 
than in the stalls, Frank Fay, himself a 
very fine speaker, had a bent towards 
poetic drama, and this established a close 
association between him and Yeats. _ 

Neither “ Kathleen Ni Houlihan”’ nor 
“The King’s Threshold’? had its first 
production at the Abbey. ‘‘ Kathleen ” 
was staged in St. Teresa’s Hall, 
Clarendon* ‘streét, along with  %’s 
“ Deirdre’? ón April 2,° 1904, by W. G. 
Fay’s Irish National Dramatic Company. 
“The King’s ThreshoJd’’ went on for the 
first, time with Synge’s “ The Shadow of 
the Glen”. on October 8, 1903, in the 
Molesworth Hall. In this production the 
poet, Seamus O’Sullivan, appeared in two

It is strange that for all the Yeats and 
Fay interest. in poetic -drama, verse- 
speaking and ballads, such as Liam 
Redmond and, Frederick May are present- 
ing on Sunday night, were never given 
separate programmes in the Abbey in its 
early vears. 

In those days the lot of the players was 
harder than some actors and actresses of 
to-day would readily tolerate. 

In a little hall hired for rehearsal in 
Camden street the stage was very small, 
there was little accommodation in the 
shape of dressing-rooms, and the players 
had to stand against the wall while scenes 
were being changed. One of the Fays said 
Camden street was “ rather cold, but I

LESSONS OF THE WAR 


Rising prices and shortages of imported 
fools were mainly due to shipping diffi- 
culties. The Government had been trying to 
purchase ships for our own use, so far without 
success, The creation of an Irish mercantile 
marine—a fleet of deeo sea vessels and their 
Operation om a commercial basis—in time of 
peace would be a matter of tremendous diffi- 
culty.

Some people, continued Mr. Lemass, failed 
to understand why the Government had set 
its face against efforts by various sections 
to gain. compensation for rising prices by 
demanding increased remuneration. The 
Government's attitude was that a general in- 
crease in prices results in a lowering of the 
standard of living. If the burden was to be

The fina] result would be whole- 
sale inflation, such as occurred in every coun- 
try in the last war, when prices went sky- 
rocketing, and which reached its climax in 
Germany after the Armistice in wholesale 
destitution. 

“We don’t want that to happen here, and 


an essential safeguard against it is that the . 


workers should understand that it is in their 
own interests that a serious inflation of wages 
in a limited number of occupations should 
not take place.”

SWAM OUT TO RESCUE 


A lance-corporal who witnessed the accident 
took off hrs boots and, diving into the water, 
endeavoure{ to reach the scene. Although he 
swam round the spot where the men had dis. 
appeared he was unable to get hold of any of 
them, and was later picked in an exhausted 
condition by another boat which had set out 
from the shore. : 

At an inquest on the men to-day Sergeant 
R, N. Self said he saw the boat drifting. 
She came broadside on again and the water 
tossed over the side, filling her up. She 
went down about four feet. The men were 
standing up in the boat. They all seemed to 
slide down to the stern, as the boat came up 
at the bow. They were thrown out of the 
boat and he saw two or three clinging on to 
the side. The boat went down about 70 or 
80 yards from the shore. 


SEARCH BY BOAT 


Asked by a police officer if the men swam, 
witness replied that some of them seemed 
to be splashing about and trying to swim. 
He added that as soon as he saw what was 
happening he rushed to the water’s edge, 
where there was another boat and, along with 
two fusiliers and a lance-corporal, started to 
row out to the scene. It took them twenty 
twenty minutés to get tu the spot, and when 
they did arrive there was no sign of the men. 
He picked up the lance-corporal, who had 
started to swim from the shor.

TRIABLE OFFENCES 


The offences which will be triable by the 
Military Courts are set out in the Schedule 
to the Order, and include treason,.as de- 
fined in the Constitution—.e., in effect, mak- 
ing war on the State, and murder, both of 
which are ‘punishable by death under ‘the 
ordinary law. The other offences in the 
Schedule may be roughly described, in none 
technical language, as manslaughter, unlaw- 
ful assembly, unlawfully wounding or shoot- 
ing at any person, kidnapping, causing an 
explosion likely to endanger life or to cause 
serious jnjury to property, keeping explosives 
with unlawful object, keeping firearms with 
unlawful object, arson (unlawfully setting 
fire to house, etc.), unlawfully injuring 
or destroying property; robbery under arms; 
interference with railway lines, signals, 
engines, carriages, etc.; usurpation of, or 
obstruction of, functions properly exercisable 
by the President, the Government, the Legis- 
lature, the Courts, the Defence Forces, the 
Garda Siochana, etc., including interference 
with soldiers or police >fficers, or their arms 
or equipment; inciting State servants to be 
negligent or insubordinate; unlawful drilling; 
forming. etc., any secret society consisting of 
or including members of any military or 
police force; being a member of an unlawful 
organisation (as defined in Section 21 of the 
Offences against the State Act, 1939); obtain. 
ing, recording, etc., information in a manner 
likely to prejudice public safety; sabotage; 
wrongfully wearing military or police uniform 
or colourable imitation thereof; falsely pre- 
tending to be a member of the Local Defence 
Force or of the Local Security Force, includ- 
ing the unauthorised wearing of ‘uniforms 
appropriate to these forces; attempting or 
conspiring to commit or aiding, abetting, 
counselling or procuring the commission of 
any of the aforesaid offences.

ARRIVAL IN DUBLIN

The eight survivors of the steamship. Prim. 
rose, which sank on Thursday morning some 
miles from Cork, arrived in Dublin from Cork 
last night. They were met at the station 
by Mr. W. J. R. Simpson, of the Dublin 
Sailors’ Rest, and also by relatives. The five 
Irishmen in the crew went to their homes, and 
the remainder of the ship’s complement, in- 
cluding Captain W. G. Williams, Plas 
Aberath, Wales, went to the Sailors’ Rest. 
Members of the crew told an Jrish 7'imes 
reporter how an enormous sea swept over the 
port bow, and how the ship at once took on 
a list of about 20 degrees. They told how 
the mate attempted to get a raft out and was 
swept away by yet another tremendous wave. 
All were high in their praise of Captain 
Williams, to whom they owe their lives. Cap- 
tain Williams, they said, stayed on, the 
bridge unttl the very last minute before he 
was obliged to launch the only remaining life- 
boat. Within the space of a few minutes the 
Primrose had disappeared from view. 

There followed nine hours in an open boat 
without a compass, until, when they were five 
hundred yards of the Daunt Lightship, they 
were picked up by the Ballycotton Lifeboat. 
-The crew spoke highly of the inhabitants 
of Ballycotton, who, they say, did everything 
possible to make them comfortable. All the 
clothes which they ‘are wearing were supplied 
to them in Ballycotton by the Shipwrecked 
Mariners’ Society. 

Mr. Ivon Purser, who was helping the mate 
to launch the raft, risked his life in an effort 
to save that of the Frenchman. ‘I was at 
the wheel when the first wave hit us,” he 
said. ‘‘T saw the wedges come out of the 
first hatch and knew that the ship was 
doomed. The skipper gave orders for us to 
put on our lifejackets, hut I stayed by the 
wheel until the mate called me to help him 
launch the raft. I ran to him and gave him 
my sheath knife, and we cut two of the 
lashings. He went to the other side of: the 
raft, which was just beside the ship’s rail, in 
an effort to cut the last lashing. A wave 
crashed over us and 1 managed to grasp his 
jersey. I held on for á few minutes, but 
eventually had to let go, otherwise we would 
both have been lost.’’ | 
Last, night at the-Sailors' Rest, a party was 
held to celebrate the escape of the crew of 
the Primrose. Before it started, however, all 
those present—men of every - nationality— 
stood silent for two minutes as a mark of 
respect to Joseph Sachet, the French officer 
who had been lost.

‘The problem of the unwanted solicitor

THE LIVE-STOCK EXPORT 
TRADE 


—— 


The food-producing industry meets with the 
greatest difficulties in war-time, since its 
maintenance may be for one belligerent the 
means of defeating the other, said Mr. John 
Bruton (Chairman), when addressing the 
annual meeting of the Irish Cattle Traders’ 
and Stockowners’ Association in Dublin 
recently. For that reason chaotic conditions 
appeared in agricultural affairs from the out- 
set, and producers did not know from day to 


- Ao day, far less from season to season, what new 


menace might be in store for them. 

' The action of the British sang in curtail- 
ing the export of beef during October and 
November did irreparable injury to stall- 
feeders, because it gave them no hope that 
their work would be profitable. . 

War-time measures, particularly in relation 
to food production, were not always practical ; 
for they had experience of the introduction of 
regulations regarding live stock export which 
were not allowed to remain in operation for 
a sufficient time to determine their suitability 
or enable the trade to become accustomed to 
their provisicns. They had, however, been 
informed that fat cattle prices were regulated 
as far as June 30th, 1941, when the peak price 
of 124d. per lb. would be reached. That price 
might be taken as giving a reasonable profit 
incentive, but guaranteed prices should be 
subject to variation to meet changes in 

ction costs. 
W aicesentatives of the live stock trade were 
in a better position to-day to influence the 
course of events in their trade than ever 
before, because since the outbreak of war the 
trade’s executive hiad been in close co-opera- 
tion with the Department of Agriculture in 
all matters affecting the trade.

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FOUND GUILTY OF 
MANSLAUGHTER

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MARTIN MAGUIRE.) 


The trial was concluded, after five days’ 
heanipg; of Joseph Elard (163), of Killinane, 
Leighlinbridge, Co. Carlow, on a charge of 
the murder of-a 24 years old boy, Thomas 
Francis Moore, on November 23rd last, at 
Killinane, by setting fire to the thatch of a 
house in which the child was living with five 
other children, and three elderly people named 
Donoghue. He had pleaded not guilty. 

The jyry found him guilty of manslaughter, 

and he was put back. 
In his address to the jury, Mr... R. 
McLoughlin, K.C., who, with Mr, 8. Kelly 
(instructed by the Chief State Solicitor), 
prosecuted, said that if they believed Ellard’s 
evidence they would have to come to the con- 
clusion that Sergeant Geraghty was guilty of 
an attempt at judicial murder. 

Summing up, Mr. Justice Martin Maguire 
said that, perhaps, the one redeeming feature 
of this. tragedy was that there had been no 
evidence by anyone that the destruction of 
the house—if it were a malicious act—was 
directed against. the helpless children, or 
against the persons who sheltered them. 

It was for the jury to determine whether 
the burning was malicious or not. They had 
had evidence of two successive burnings on 
two successive Saturday nights at exactly the 
same part of the house. The house was 
covered with old thatch. It was winter, and 
snore red the thatch was rain-sodden. They 
iad to decide whether the thatch could dry 
so quickly as to be ignited by ja spark from 
the chimney. There was evidénce from the 
Donoghues’ that in their sixty or seventy 
years’ occupation no fire had occurred there. 

The jury would have to bear in mind the 
possibility of the truth of Ellard’s alleged 
statement that he put a match to the thatch. 
The footprint near the hunting gate was of 
very great importance, and that it was the 
footprint of the boy’s right boot did not 
ai 4 to be in dispute. 

he accused boy alleged that he had been 
bullied into making a statement, but it 
seemed strange that Ellard had not drawn 
the Donoghues’ attention to that when in 
their house that night with the sergeant. He 
had made no complaint then, and none of the 
witnesses had been asked whether they 
noticed anything in his appearance to indicate 
distress. _ Although his father was in the 
Garda station at Leighlinbridge for about a 
quarter of an hour the same evening on which 
the statement was made Ellard made no com- 
plaint of ill-treatment. 


JURY’S FINDING 


After an absence of forty minutes the jury | 
returned a verdict of “ Not guilty ” of murder 
but ““ Guilty’ of manslaughter, and strongly 
recommended him to mercy. 

Mr. Justice Maguire said that he agreed 
with the verdict. He would not deal with 
the case now, but would first like to have 
the boy examined and have a medical report. 
Ellard was accordingly put back. . 
The jury were recommended to exemption 
from jury service for six years. -

, REFUND DEMANDED 


Patrick McCarthy, Town Clerk of -Skib- 
bereen, stated in an affidavit that the valua- 
tion of the property of the Great Southern 
Railways Company in Skibbereen urban dis- 
trict had been reduced by Judge Davitt from 
£152 15s. to £90, and that the company sub- 
sequently had recovered from the Jrban 
Council a sum of £168 odd and costs on foot 
of a judgment of the Master of the High 
Court for rates alleged to have been over- 
paid by them to the Council. ‘That sum in- 
cluded £119 odd for poor rate overpaid, which 
the Urban Council had paid to Cork County 
Council. The County Council had been re- 
quested twice to refund that sum of £119 odk 
to the Urban Council, but no payment ha 
been made | 

Joseph Francis Wrenne, Secretary, Cork 
County Council, stated in an affidavit that his 
Council kad apportioned the amounts to be 
raised off the various Urban Council areas 
as required by law during the years in. ques- 
tion. The amount so apportioned to the Skib- 
bereen..Urban District Council area was paid 
to the County Council. . He believed that 
the Urban Council was not entitled to claim 
the repayment of any sum which they _ 
have refunded to the rated occupier of a 
hereditament the valuation of which had been 
reduced subsequent to such an apportionment. 

Mr. Costello explained: how, he said, County 
Councils each year prepare estimates of the 
amount that is required from Urban District 
Councils in their area and how it is mpg 
tioned among the Urban Councils,.each of 
which, he said, was to raise its share by 
means of r rate. Ths Urban Councils 
had no option but to comply with the demand 
of their County Councils, and the Skibbereen 
Urban Council now wanted to get back from 
Cork County Council the amount of poor rate 
which it. had to refund to the Great Southern 
Railways Co., because during the years in 
question it had levied and collected this 'poor 
rate on the higher valuation of the com- 
pany’s property. i 

He submitted that the Urban Council was 
within Order 37 (N) of the Local Govern- 
ment (Adaptation of Irish Enactments) 
Order, 1899, which, he said, provided that 
where a valuation of property was decreased 
on appeal, a Council would repay any sum 
in respect of rates in excess of the sum that 
would have been payable if the valuation had 
originally stool as altered ‘on appeal. Alter- 
natively, he submitted that where an Urban 
District Council, under a statutory obliga- 
tion, had to pay in full tho demand of a 
County Council based upon the valuation 
lists, which included ‘property, the valuation 
of. which subsequently might be decreased.

Judgment for £866 8s. 10d., the full amount 
claimed, with costs. was given against 
Norman Harris, St. Mary’s Villas, Drogheda, 
in favour of the Guardian Assurance Com- 
pany, Ltd., on foot of a policy of insurance 
issued by them to Mr. Harris in respect of 
his motor car. 

Mr. Raymond O’Neill (instructed by Mr. 
Laurence J. O’Neill), who appeared for the 
Assurance Company, said that’ the policy of 
insurance was subject to the conditions, 
amongst others, that Mr. Harris should give 
notice in writing, as soon as practicable after 
the occurrence, of any event in consequence 
of which the company might become liable 
under the policy; that the observance of the 
conditions of the policy by Mr. Harris should 
be a condition precedent to any liability of 
the company under the policy;and that Mr. 
Harris x ee d repay to the company all sums 
paid by them under the policy, which they 
would not have been liable to pay but for 
the provisions of the Road Traffic Act. 

On October 14, 1939, Mr. Harris had had 
a motor accident,. notice of which he did 
not give to the company until March 1, 1940, 
and on June 26,- 1940, Peter McKenna, 
Castletown, Dunleer, who had been knocked 
down by his car, obtained judgment against 
Mr. Harris for £600, with costs. The com- 
pany were relieved of liability because of the 
failure of Mr. Harris to observe the condi- 
tions of the policy; but the company had 
been advised that, by reason of the provisions 
of Section 62 (1) (co) of the Road Traffic Act, 
1933, they were liable to pay to Mr. McKenna 
the damages and costs for which he had 
obtained judgment against Mr. Harris. 

Mr. O’Neill referred to the affidavit of Mr. 
Horace Jones, manager of the company’s 
branch office at Dublin, which gave parti- 
culars of the policy, and stated that, under 
the powers given by Condition 2, the company 
took over and conducted in the name of Mr. 
Harris the defence of the proceedings by Mr. 
Peter McKenna, and in doing so incurred 
costs and expenses amounting to £104 15s., 
which they paid, in addition to £600 damages 
and £161 13s. 10d. costs. 

Mr. Harris had, said Mr. O'Neill, filed 
an affidavit, in whcih he stated that it was 
not correct to say that the letter of March 1, 
1940, was the first intimation of the accident 
given to the company ; but Mr. Harris did not 
say when the first intimation was. Mr. Harris 
said that he had not been consulted by the 
company, and that it would have been im- 
possible for the company to have come to the 
conclusion that he was liable without having 
got from him the evidence that he could have 

iven. The proceedings had been conducted 
By the company without consultation with 
him, and he had a good defence to the com- 
pany’s claim. 

Mr. Art O'Connor. (instructed by” Mr. D. 
O’Hagan), for Mr. Harris, said that it was 
perfectly clear from the very first that there 
could be no effective defence to the action 
against Mr. Harris, and that it would be 
futile to 'go into court to attempt to defend 
it, and with that knowledge before them the 
company went on with the trial without any 
authority from Mr. Harris. He submitted 
that they, therefore, were responsible for the 
costs incurred. 

Giving judgment, the President said that 
the only objection raised on behalf of Mr. 
Harris was to be called on to pay the costs 
of defending the action by Mr. McKenna. It 
seemed to him that, by virtue of the terms 
of the policy, the company were entitled to 
take over the conduct of the proceedings, and 
it also seemed to him, from the history of the 
proceedings, that they, had acted reasonably 
in admitting liability and in allowing the 
jury to assess damages. He could not see any 
reason for depriving the company of their 
claim, and accordingly he gave judgment for 
the full amount, with costs.

“DEALING IN 
TOBACCO” 


AN UNUSUAL CASE 
(BEFORE DISTRICT JUSTICE LENNON.) 


James Christopher Flynn, Blackhall street, 
Dublin, was allowed out under the Probation 
Act on a charge of dealing in tobacco without 
a licence. 

Mr. D. ua Donnchadha, prosecuting, said 
that Flynn obtained permission to collect the 
cigarette ends from various cinemas, from 
which he told the managers he wanted to 
make insecticide. He put the ends through 
a process, and sold the tobacco to shop- 
keepers. 

In reply to the Justice, Mr. ua Donnchadha 
said that Flynn would probably have to get 
a manufacturer’s licence, and to get that he 
would have to satisfy the authorities about 
the suitability of his premises. 

James Hynes, Special Investigation Branch, 
Revenue Commissioners, gave details of the 
process used by Flynn. He said that in a 
statement Flynn said that he had thought of 
making the insecticide, but when he found 
mae the tobacco was se good he decided to 
sell it. 

Mr. ua Donnchadha said that the practice 
was dangerous from the public health point 
of view. 

Defendant said that he hoped to open a 
shop when he got a licence for it. He thought 
he was entitled to do what he was doing, and 
was awaiting the decision of the Revenue 
Commissioners about his right to carry on.
